PANELISTS 


C. Reynolds Brown — An art historian and museum administrator for the past 
twenty-five years, Ren Brown has been director of St. John’s Museum of Art since 
1985. During this period he is credited with developing the museum’s mission of 
collecting, preserving, documenting and exhibiting North Carolina art. 

Dr. John C. Cavanaugh — After receiving his master’s and doctorate degrees in 
Psychology from the University of Notre Dame, John Cavanaugh completed his 
postdoctoral training at the University of Minnesota. He was on the faculty at 
Bowling Green State University for 12 years, and served in several administrative 
roles at the University of Delaware before arriving at UNCW as Provost and Vice 
Chancellor for Academic Affairs in July 1999. His area of specialization is 
gerontology, especially the areas of memory and of family caregiving. 

Dr. Kemille Moore — A UNC Wilmington faculty member since 1991, Kemille 
S. Moore is chair of the University’s Department of Art and Theatre. An art 
historian specializing in 19th century British art, and the history of printmaking, 
Dr. Moore earned her Ph.D. at the University of Washington. She has published 
on the lithographs of James McNeill Whistler and the English revival of artistic 
lithography from 1900-1913. 

Virginia Wright-Frierson -- Virginia Wright-Frierson studied at the New York 
Art Students’ League and in 1971 received a B.F.A. in painting at UNC 
Greensboro. She has illustrated nine children’s books. Three others, which she 
wrote and illustrated, each have won the John Burroughs Award for children’s 
nature books from the American Museum of Natural History, including A North 
American Rain Forest Scrapbook. 

Audrey Flack — Audrey Flack is most often identified as one of the leading 
artists of Photorealism, from its inception in the early 1960s to the present day. 

She also has been commissioned to create several public works in sculpture 
including, in 1991, four twenty foot-high bronze figures that serve as the 
“gateway” to the city of Rock Hill, SC. “Civitas: Four Visions (Gateway to the 
City of Rock Hill),” as the monument is titled, was awarded the Design for 
Transportation National Award in 1996. As author, she has written several books 
on art and contributed numerous articles to publications throughout the world. 
Her most popular book, perhaps, is Art and Soul: Notes on Creating , originally 
published in 1986 by E.P. Dutton. 

Donald Furst — Recognized in highly competitive print competitions 
around the world, Furst currently lives in Wilmington and has served on 
the art faculty of UNC-W’s College of Arts and Sciences since 1985. He 
was one of ten American artists whose work was accepted in the 1999 
Norwegian International Print Triennial, Frederikstad, Norway.
